The present state constitution ot 
Kentucky provldss that "Taxes, shall 
be aaiform on all kinds ef property," 
and on tbe surface this seems to bo 
so fair the average thinker can find 
no fault wi;ii It 

In practice, bowerer. It has been 
fooad to he tbe most unequal las sys- 
tem ever devised, and most of the pro- 
gressive states have sboHShed the 
plan. 

Its icequallties sad unfairness may 
be seen from the way it diaerlmlnates 

In certain classes of property and ex- 
plains why Kentucky seems to have 
so little ItTtangible wealth M Som- 
pared with other states. 

^r instaaee. eash in savings banks 
drsws only three per cent iaterest. 
gilt-edRe bonds pay four per cent, real 
estate notes six per cent, stock In 
some foreign corporations ten per cent, 
while the tax on all Is the same for 
state purposes, but varies for county 
and city purposes aeeordtng to tbe lo- 
cation. 

Thus where the Income Is only 3 
per cent and the taxes 2Vi per oent

The state tax Is the same In all the 
counties. Is this uniform? 

If an honsst tarmsr lists his prop- 
srty at its fair valns and his 
scrupulous neighbor puts a lower value 
on his property the former pays more 
then his 8har% vhlls Om lattsr pays 
less. 

If ths sUts boB^d of eqaaltxatlea 
raises the entire list for that county, 
the honest man pays on property he 
doesn't own, and yet our law Is sn^ 
posed to be uniform. 

That ths psffssnslty swnsd by slti- 
seas of Ksatueky la vastly more than 
is listed for taxation Is a welt-esub- 
lished fact; but the tax recelpU don't 
show it la fact, eertaia ohtssss of 
property, such ss stoeks, beads,' notes 
and cash have almoet disappssred from 
the tax rolls, aad theee evidencee of 
wealth apparently grow less each year. 

If the present system Is allowed to 
remain In force. It irTll result, aa It has 
In other states. In almost all kinds of 
personalty disappearing from the as- 
sessors' (l>ooks, an^ lands and houses 
which can not be hid or moved will 
have to bear the ehlst burden. 

It has bssa ss ia svsry stats where 
the "gsasral prapsrty Ux~ has bssn 
ths plaa on whlsh prapsrty was tassd, 
and most of the statss havs bssn wiss 
enough to get rid of sueh an uasqnal 
and unfair system. 

The O^Io state tax commission, in 
Its liiog report on the operation of tbs 
"freneral property tax," says; 

"It Is a failure for purposes of rev- 
enue or equality. Perhaps not 5 per 
cent of Intangible property is listed. 
It punishes the honest., It rewards tbe 
dUhoae&t. It frequently results in 
double taxation and lowers ths stand- 
ard St intssrtty." 

The eatirs rsvsnns of* ths stats ot 
Kentucky is about l7,M0.Me. whlls 
Michigan, with about ths saBs area 
and population, rsesivss |14,000,Oeo 
from Uses, only a small prsportlon of 
which Is paid en land. 

In Pennsylvania there Is ao State 
tea on farms or homes. 

There are 7,000.000 acres of unlm 
proved farm lands In Kentucky and 
yet vast quantlUes d km prsdasts 
have to be Imported. 

There are about twenty-flve thou- 
sand square mllee of coal laads In 
Kentucky, aad yet we buy millions of 
igm ot ooal Irom Psnasylvsahi, Wsst

Colon, C. Z.— With the complellon of 
the Panama canal the ini; orii-nc- of 
the Panama railway will decline cl- 
moat to the vanishing point. 

For nearly sixty years this railway 
has baea oarrylag people and freight 
from eeeaa to aeaaa. Thou^ only 47 
miles long. It baa booa. tor eeitaln 
perlodo, one of the most important and 
most Interesting railroad lines In the 
vorld. nurinn the buildlnR of th»^ 
ciiiaj. i:pilrr the ownership of the 
Tnited Stnles, It has beeome one of 
Mie best equipped and most efllcloiit of 
ratlways. U has given great help tn 
the construction ofjhe canal that will 
prove Its virtual death. 

The finding of gold In California was 
ttie cause of the building of the Pana- 
ma railroad. Vbr long years before 
the wild ruah of argeaaato in 1849 the 
istbmna waa sloisilt torgottea by the 
civilised world, but whm the yellow 
metal waa discovered on the west 
coast uH>Mame -once more a nsat 
trade route. la order to avoid the long 
trip across the plains In "prairie 
scliooners." thounaada of gold-seekers 
went by boat to Chagres, up the Chn- 
gres. river to Gorgona or Cruces and 
thence over tbe old Spanish road to 
Panama. Thie, too, was a long route 
and in the rainy season a painful and 
dangerous one beeaasa of tta pteva- 
leiice of disease. 

"Po the resene of tbe gold hunters 
eano throe bold Amorlcaaa, W. H. As- 
pinwall, Henry Cbanaoey nd John U 
Stevens. In 1848 theise men bad asked 
the govern npent of New Granada tor a 
conceesion for the road, and in 1860 
Stevens obtained It at Bogota. The 
Paclflc termlus coulcl not be otherwise 
than at Panama, but at tirpt the har- 
bor of Porto Hello was selected for the 
Atlantic terminus. However, a New 
York speculator spoiled this plan by 
buying up all the land about the har- 
bor and holding it at a very high price, 
so Navy Bay was chosen Instead. 

When work on the llao waa bagun in 
May, 18M, thero was ao oelebratiou. 
no tamlag of the first spadatBl of 
earth with a golden shovel. 

Two Americans with a gang of In> 
dians landed on MansanlUo Island, now 
the site of the city of Colon, then a 
desolate, uninhubited spot, and began 
the trermidoue task of clearing the 
route throuKh the dense Jungle. The 
surveying party suffered Intensely, for 
the land was so swampy and so Infest- 
ed with malaria and yellow fever bear- 
ing mosquitoes that they were com- 
pelled to sleep aboard a ship. Much 
of the time they carried their Innebea, 
tied on their heads aad ato them* 
ttandtog walst^eep In the water. 

The efforts of the company to ob- 
tain laborers were attended by a ter- 
rible tragedy. KIght hundred Chinese 
were brought over from Hong Kong, 
but within a week of their landing 
pcores of them died. Opium was given 
the Huivlvora and for a short time 
ekeatoed tba rave gee aft aiseaasi. But 
supply ogtB^dnv^saaahat off on 
account of Ito coat, ^d again the 
deaths bocama aaBorons. The poor 
Orieatala in daapair began to commit 
suicide, soma by hanging, others by 
impalement, while some deliberately 
sat down upon the aeaahore and wait- 
ed for the rising tide to overwhelm 
them. In a few weeka scarce two hun- 
dred were left, and these, broken In 
health and spirits, were sent to Ja- 
maica. 

Another shipload of laborers, this 
time from Ireland, met no bettor tato, 
for nearly every man died. 

The material difflcultlei that eon- 
fronted the railway builders ara thus 
summariied by Tomss to his "Panama 
to ISSS:" "ibm IsOuaas did not sap- 
ply a stogla roaeurea naesssary for tha 
undertaking. Not only the capital, 
sUll and enterprise, but the Isbor, tha 
wood and iron, the dally food, the 
clothing, the roof to cover and tbe In- 
struments to work with came from 
abroad. . . . Most of the material 
used for the construction of the road 
waa brought from vast distances. 
Although the country abounded 
In foreete. It was found necessary, 
from the ezpenae of labor and the 
want of routes of eemmnalcatlon, to 
sand tha tlmbor, fSr tba moat pisrt 
from tha TTaltad flatas, aad aot oaly 
ware tta talla, to a ooaalderabia as- 
tent, laid on Amerl^aa ptoe, but the 
bridges, aad the houses and work- 
shops of the various settlaraente were 
of the same wood, all fashioned in 
Maine and Oeorgla. The metal work, 
the rails, tbe locomotives and tbe tools 
were brought either from England or 
the United States. Tha dally food of 
the laborers, even, Ssato ttosa a New 
York market." 

The lint seottoa af tiM rsad ifar 
laid through a aiaagrava awamf to 
which no b ot to m was touad. tha tnupks 
betag floated on »a tmm^a poatooa. 
Uy October, lM>l,«<ght miles hadJ>ee» 
-ri- M.^ng .jMiifl -aoUd frouad was 
•«■> ' at QSg^a- . iisek of toads now 
It to tbe builders. In- 



vestors in the states had become dis- 
couraged and tbe cost of labor had ad- 
vanced. But a hurricane came to tbo 
rescue. Two ships loaded with gold- 
seeken were forced to anchor near 
Mansanllto Island and the passengers 
paid tha oompany a handsome sum to 
carry them to Oataa to work cars. The 
nawT'that tha rpad had carriad more 
than a thousand paaaengora readied 
New York and ifnnds again flowed toto 
the coffera of the company. 

As the work progressed passengers 
were hauled longer and longer. dls- 
ta^es and befor^^e line was com 
pleted the receipts from passengers 
and freight were considerably above 
)2,UUO,000. The last rails wern laid 
tbe nlgbt of January 87, 1865, and the 
next day the first train passed clear 
across the isthmus from the Atlantic 
to the Paclflc. The entire cost ot the 
road up to December 81, 1868, bsd 
baaa something less ''than |8,MO,000 
and Ito gross earnings to the same 
tlma were a lltye mora t^an that sum. 

The rate across the Isthmno waa put 
at $25 gold, being Istendad to be to a 
certain extent ppohlbitivo until they 
could get things into good running or- 
der, but so great was the volume of 
travel that the ra*i' was not reduced 
for more than twenty years. Soon aft- 
er Its opening the road began to de- 
clare 24 per cent, dividends, and at 
one time its,^tocC went up to 350. 

In tbe '60'B the^company tell on hard 
times. It tost much of Ite frel^t traf- 
flc. was held up by tba*'poUtleians In 
Bogota and than aaSStad by tha com- 
^atloa of tha Vaioa Paieiflo railroad. 
Naat Russell Saga snd ethers Ilka hlra 
got eontrol of the directorate aad 
I wrecked the road. When de Lesseps 
came over tc dig a ^nal his company 
bought up the stock and used the road 
to help In its work 

Then In 1904 the United States 
bought out the French oon>pany and 
also acquired the railway and so It 
became the firat Amerloan road to be 
owned by the govorament. So eco- 
Bomloally and aSelantly has It been 
oondttotad staoa^thea that it to cited 
aa aa argnmant for the government 
ownerahlp of all our railways. 

The building of tbe canal and espe- 
cially the creation of the artificial (la- 
tun lake made necessary the reloca- 
.tlon of the Panama railroad along 
most of its route. The old roadbed 
now is under water for much of the 
way, (he old line still In use being only 
about seven miles In length, from Co- 
ton to Mlndl and frojn Corosal to Pana- 
ma. From Mlndl to Gatnn the grade 
asoends to 86 feet above tide level. 
Vkom Oatnn the road mno eaat until it 
ia four and a half mllee from the 
canal, and then south agato on peat 
embankments across tbe Oatun valley. 

Along this stretch paosengers ob- 
tain an unusual view. Because of the 
construction of the Oatun dam acro88 
the channel of the Chagres river, the 
Cbagres valley and all It* txUsutary 
v«lley« hawi* hee» ton verted into a 
lake with an area of about 164 square 
miles. The Gatun valley is one of 
theee drowned arms and as the train 
cross es , wide etretches of water are to 
be seen en both sides ot the track. 
Down betow the surtoee are still vto 
ibto the tops of giaat trees that have 
been killed by sdbmergenea, and atong 
Hie edgaa of tha lake the taUeat and 
hardleat of the treto roach thlr dead 
llmba above the waters. Here and 
there is a pretty little island that not 
long ago waa the summit of a hill, and 
the shore Itoe is most picturesquely 
broiMB BP hy oapss^ psBlnsiiIss and 
bays. 

From Monte LIrio the Itoe sklrte the 
shore ot the lake to the beginning of 
lha catobta eat at Baa OMspo. Orig- 
laally It waa tatsaded to aarqr tha rall- 
fbad through the Cntobraioat en a 40- 
toot beam along the eaat side, ten feet 
above water level, but this pla^ was 
knocked out by the slides and breaks. 
The line waa carried around Gold Hill 
to a distance of two mlVs from tbe 
canal until It reached the Pedro Mi- 
guel valley, down which it runs to 
Pnnlae and tbe canal again. Thence 
It runa almost parallel wlto the chan- 
nel to Panama. There are two big 
steel brldgea on the Itoe. One, near 
Monto Urto, has a ceator lift spaa to 
permit aeeess to the upper arm (tf. Gsr 
ton lake; the other, a aaastor e( a 
mtto hmg, aaroos the Chagrsg fiver at 
Gamboa. The total east ot buUdlng 
the new line of the railway was t8.8««,- 
381. to addlttoa. a large eum has been 
expeaded to toereasing tba terminal 
faelltUeo. 

Of oonrse. evea after the canal la 
opened, the railway wUl have a good 
deal ot buatoees, traasporttog people 
and gbodh between Coton aad nmama. 
and aervtog the iieeds'ot th* operating 
torees ot tha oaaal. Bpit Itt days of 
glory have ds pa rto d> and J. A. Sptth, 
the Amertoaa wh» has beei. ito eta- 
elent geaeral snpertotead|Sa^'> reoog 
nlslag that fSot, has rMgisd and r«- 
taraed to toe statea.
